A l ba n y, August 17th.—The most disas­ 
trous day in the history of the New York 
Central closes to-night. Fifteen Pinkerton 
men are under the care of the surgeons, 
and five citizens are so badly wounded 
that there are fears for their recovery. 
Three Pinkerton men were arrested, and 
one severely handled by a mob. The 
police surgeon had to dress his wounds. 
Nearly all the Pinkerton men were w ith­ 
drawn to day from duty at crossings within 
the city limits, as their presence serves 
to excite the throng of onlookers, and the 
police took their places. 
About I o’clock Jam es Patton, a Pinker­ 
ton man, was patrolling the tracks in the 
vicinity of Van VVoerst street. Ho claims 
to have been struck with a stone in the 
chest, while his companion was knocked 
down and severely hurt by a gang of 
roughs. Then he fired his pistol into the 
crowd, seriously wounding Richard. Dwyer, 
aged 15. 
Patton had no time to fire an­ 
other shot. The crowd surged around him, 
and before the police could interfere, his 
clothes were tom from his back. H e was 
struck with fists and clubs, and presented a 
pitiable spectacle when rescued from the ¡ 
angry crowd by the police, who were ob­ 
liged to draw their revolvers to stem the 
crowding mass of people. 
This occurrence aroused the passions of 
the spectators. Their num ber increased, 
and the Chief of Police, fearing further 
trouble, established headquarters in the 
station-house near by. 
About 2 o’clock a freight train passed 
through the city, and the Pinkertons say 
it was stoned. The police claim that such 
was not the case 
At any event, when the 
train reached Broadway, the Pinkerton 
men began a fusilade on the crowd stand­ 
ing in the vicinity. Four shots were fired 
without any provocation. Mrs. Thomas 
Hogan, standing on the stoop of her resi­ 
dence, was shot through the leg and a 
boy shot in the thigh. The crowd was by 
this tim e wrought up to a fearful pitch of 
excitement, and only by the efficiency of 
the local police, aided by a committee from 
the strikers, were they kept back. 
After this incident, Robert Pinkerton, 
who had charge of his forces here in per­ 
son, called on Chief W illard. H e said his 
men bad been assaulted continually, and 
firearms had been put in their possession 
only yesterday, that they might be used 
when necessary in self-defense, and in the 
work of protecting the company’s prop­ 
erty. 
H e was sorry innocent parties had 
suffered, and added that it generally hap­ 
pened that way. Still, he would stand 6y 
bis men against the wanton attacks of 
roughs. 
Chief W illard expressed the belief that 
if the Pinkerton men had never been 
brought here the local police would have 
been abundantly able to cope with the situ­ 
ation. As it is, he fears there will be fur­ 
ther trouble if these men stay here, and 
says in that event the local authorities 
could not be held responsible, as he had 
repeatedly informed Superintendent Bissell 
the company’s property would be well 
guarded by his own men if no other forces 
were brought here to inflame the passions 
of the sympathizers of the strikers. 
At 4 p. m. another freight train came 
through, and the Pinkerton men again 
fired into the crowd, a boy named Frank 
Parks receiving a bullet in the arm . The 
Pinkerton men who fired into the crowd at 
Van Woert-etreet crossing were pursued 
up the track by an officer and one captured. 
As the policeman was bringing the pris­ 
oner back he was assaulted by a crowd of 
Pinkerton men, who rescued the prisoner 
and severely beat the officer. All the police 
are massed at this Doint, and trouble is ex­ 
pected to-night. The blockade at West 
Albany is almost as bad as on the first day 
of the strike. 


SITUATION AT NEW YORK. 
N ew Y ork, August 17th.—All the regu­ 
lar passenger trains on the New York Cen­ 
tral ran on schedule tim e to-day. The in­ 
coming trains also came in without any 
delay. No freight trains were sent out to­ 
day, but the railroad officials say they will 
run regularly to morrow. 
A reporter called on Vice-President Webb 
to-day and asked him if he had any idea as 
to what the result of his interview with 
Powderly to-morrow would be. 
"Yes, I think I have,” snswered Webb, 
with a smile of much meaning. “I think 
tbat Powderly will call here to-morrow and 
subm it his demands, which will be refused, 
arid then I think he will call the strike off, 
and decide to sacrifice the members of the 
order on this nrancb, rather than involve 
the whole order in a fight on the entire 
system, which in the end would be sure to 
be disastrous.”

W a s h in g t o n , August 17th.—The action 
of the California Republican Convention 
in nominating Congressmen-at-Large has 
occasioned no end of comment here. This 
is the first case of its kind that has hap- 
pend, but the census officers say that they 
were not surprised, but looked for such 
action from some of the States. The same 
thing has happened in every census for 
years past. 
It is the almost unanim ous 
opinion that the Apportionment Act will 
not pass before the adjournment, therefore 
the different States will not secure addi­ 
tional Representatives at the coming Con­ 
gressional 
election 
in November. The 
different States hold their elections at dif­ 
ferent tim es—some in September, some in 
October and others in November, but no 
elections for Congressmen occur later than 
November, except in the case of a vacancy 
occasioned bv death, resignation or im ­ 
peachment. 
However, it would be pos­ 
sible for Congress to pass a special Act for 
the election of additional Representatives 
frcm the different States to warrant by the 
census on a basis of 175,000 inhabitants to 
each district. 
An amustDgfact in connection with the 
nominations of California Congressmen-at- 
Large is this: Mr. Morrow does not thank 
the Convention for extending to him what 
he regards as a doubtful compliment, and 
is rather inclined to consider the action of 
the Convention as an indignity aud calcu­ 
lated to belittle him in the estimation of 
h>s friends and colleagues, while on the 
other hand Mr. Vandever is inclined to be 
disgruntled because a representative from 
Southern California was not complimented 
in a like m anner.

K ansas Cit y , August 17th.—1The Pacific 
Express Company lost $90,000 by a train 
robbery on the Missouri Pacific Railway 
early this morning. It was the Kansas 
City limited that fell into the hands of the 
bandits. The train was crowded with pas­ 
sengers ana the safe of the express com­ 
pany was stuffed with money consigned, 
much of it to W ashington banks. 
The train left Tipton, Mo., about 3 a . m . 
Figures were seen by the engineer lurking 
around the forward end of the train, but 
no particular attention was paid to them. 
Just after leaving Tipton the fireman re­ 
turned toward the tender to fire up and 
looked squarely into the mussle of two re­ 
volvers in the hands of two masked men. 
They had evidently boarded the forward 
platform, “ blind” mail car, at Tipton, and 
were crawling over the tender toward the 
engine. One of the bandits covered the 
fireman with a revolver, while the other 
took care of the engineer. They were told 
to hold up their hands. 
-¡‘Now, you run this train to the Otter- 
ville water tank,” ordered the leader, “and 
stop there. If you attem pt to stop at any 
other place, or give the signal of alarm , 
you’ll be a dead m an ,” and the robbers 
placed tbeir weapons close to the heads of 
their victims. 
The engineer and fireman were at the 
bandits’ mercy, and could only obey. The 
Otterville water tank stands in “ Robbers’ 
Cut,” just east of Otterville. It was there 
that tbe noted outlaws, the Jam es boys, 
committed one of tbeir most daring rob­ 
beries and the Younger brothers perpe­ 
trated one of their boldest crimes. 
W hen “Robbers’ Cut” was leached the 
engineer stopped the train. “ You come 
with me,” tbe leader addressed the en­ 
gineer, “and you tend to the fireman,” he 
said to his companion. The engineer was 
commanded to go to the express car and 
tell the messenger to open the door. W hen 
he reached the express car he found that 
the two robbers had five 
confederates 
stationed at convenient places about the 
car. all heavily armed and their faces con­ 
cealed behind masks. 
He walked to the door of the express 
car and, covered by the revolvers of three 
of the robbers, called to express messenger 
Sam Avery to open the door. 
Avery, sus­ 
pecting no danger, pushed back the door. 
As he did so the leader of tbe robbers and 
one confederate pushed their revolvers in 
and ordered the messenger to hold up his 
hands. The order was prom ptly obeyed, 
and three robbers jum ped into the car. 
They proceeded immediately to the safe, 
which was locked. Avery was commanded 
to open it at the t oint of a revolver. One 
of the robbers unfolded a gunny sack aud 
into it were placed tbe entire contents of 
tbe safe. 
In the meantime the conductor, alarmed 
at tbe unusual stopping of the train, went 
forward to see what was the tronble. H e 
got only as far as tbe rear end of tbe ex­ 
press car, when he was halted by one of 
the robbers, who told him to go back and 
collect tickets. 
The 
conductor hurried 
back to tbe first passenger coach and ex­ 
citedly informed tbe passengers what was 
going on, and advised them to hide their 
valuables. Money, watches, jewelry and 
everything valuable was shoved into boot- 
tops, into cracks, cushioned seats, and any­ 
where to get it out of sight. The conductor 
had just warned the passengers in the sec­ 
ond car when the train started again. The 
robbers 
had 
finished their work and 
escaped. 
The engineer palled the train into Otter­ 
ville, where a party was left to arouse the 
Sheriff and organize a posse to pursue tbe 
robbers. The robbers bad left their tracks 
in the mud. These were followed for 
some distance east and finally lost. The 
Sheriff's pos9e and detectives are scouriDg 
the country for the robbers, and consider­ 
ing the short start hope to capture some of 
them at least. 
The exact am ount of the money and 
valuables stolen cannot be learned. Tbe 
agent of the express company here will say 
absolutely nothing about the occurrence 
except to give the story of the robbery’. 
From other sources it was learned that the 
money in the safe aggregated about $75,000, 
and that other valuable property amounted 
to about $15 000. _______

was 22. In the school year recently closed 
there were 14S courses in 106 centers. All 
classes of workers attend the lectures, from 
lawyers to laborers, and from these men 
and women of special talents are taken to 
compete for scholarships in the universi­ 
ties, and are thus helped to the higher ed­ 
ucation for which they seem fitted. 
But 
the influence of the lecture courses that 
counts most for good is that which plants 
in each community where a center is es­ 
tablished a society to encourage co-opera­ 
tion educational effort. 
Among the chief 
signs of progress recorded are (1) a great 
extension of university teaching in small 
towns, (2) a marked increase in the num­ 
ber of working men attending the lectures, 
(3) the arrangement of a number of suc­ 
cessful and well4|jSfcnded courses during 
the early summer months, (4) the estab­ 
lishm ent of 36 students’ associations at 
various centers, and (5) the federation in 
two districts of the various lecture cen­ 
ters.

L o n d o n . August 17th.—In view of the 
spread of Asiatic cholera in certain p a r t s of 
Europe, I called the other dav on Dr. Nor­ 
man Kerr, F. L. 8., a well-known English 
authority on the terrible disease. 
Having 
bad the cholera him self and h a v iD g written 
extensively on the subject. Dr. Kerr is 
well qualified to give sound, practical ad­ 
v ic e . 
“ Let me entreat you,” he began, “to cau­ 
tion your readers, in the event of a visita­ 
tion of cholera, against two things, panic 
and alcohol. 
People have died of cholera, 
who, hum anly speaking, had no busiuess 
to have it, but were attacked simply be­ 
cause they were afraid of taking it. As re­ 
gards alcohol, it is not only a potent provo­ 
cative of cholera when that disease is about, 
but it is a most unreliable and unsafe rem­ 
edy.” 
“ W bat precautions would you advise, 
doctor ?” 
“The chief precaution is to go abont one's 
ordinary business without fear, as I said, 
avoid all intoxicating drinks, also nnripeor 
overripe fruit, and such articles of food as 
from past experience the individual knows 
are apt to disagree with him. There should 
be moderation in eating and drinking, with 
the meals as regular as possible, and then 
eaten slowly. There should also be strict 
attention to cleanliness, with fresh air, 
exercise and the observance of all hygienic 
rules. These are practical precautions.” 
“ But suppose one gets the cholera in 
spite of these, what treatm ent should be 
followed”’ 
“Summon a doctor as soon as possible, 
and while waiting 6urhis arrival take some 
ordinary 
diarrhea m ixture 
with m ilk 
which has been scalded, or lime water and 
milk, and cold or hot water, whichever is 
most gratefnl to the individual. Take no 
brandy or other intoxicant, as its effect 
might be to mask the choleraic symptoms 
and thus favor the lethal course of the 
disease. 
If there is reason to believe some­ 
thing has been taken which has set np an 
irritation, an emetic and dose of castor oil 
m ight precede any other medicine; if in 
pain, go to bed at once and have external 
applications of hot water bottles or linseed 
poultices with an infusion of poppies or 
laudanum. 
If struck down suddenly with­ 
out diarrhea, go to bed, cover with plenty 
of clothing, have a warm drink and get 
info a free perspiration. 
The doctor can 
alone be the judge of special medical treat­ 
m ent.” 
“Is it true that persons in robust health 
are more likely than others to fall victims 
to the cholera?” 
“1 do not tf ink so. Past experience has 
convinced me that those who are attacked 
by cholera and are least likely to recover, 
after the intemperate, are those 
w h o have 
a nervous dread of thinking of tbe disease.” 
“W hat are premonitory symptoms of 
cholera 7” 
“ Diarrhea, pains and vomiting, followed 
by prostration, cramps and collapse. Some­ 
times there is painless diarrhea, which, if 
checked may prevent an attack of true 
cholera. Occasionally a patient is struck 
down with cramps and collapse, with no 
premonitory symptoms.” 
“Finally, sir, do you believe, as has been 
maintained, that tbe recent epidemic of la 
grippe will be followed by cholera and that 
we now are on the eve of that frightful 
scourge?” 
“I see no reason to believe that an epi­ 
demic of cholera must necessary follow la 
grippe, although such has frequently been 
the case. At all events, let us be prepared, 
but not afraid.”

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CHINESE EVASION OF THE LAW. 


The attempted jail delivery in Alameda 
county should lie probed to the bottom. 
Twenty-three Chinese were confined in 
that jail under the commitments of a 
Federal Court, to be deported to China on 
the sailing of the steamer. 
Early on 
Monday morning last five Chinamen were 
seen to enter the jail, and an hour later 
five Chinamen came out. 
Federal de­ 
tectives who were on the watch arrested 
the departing group, and now it turns out 
that the five were a portion of the gaD g 
of prisoners in the jail, and that the five 
who went in were “substitutes” desiring a 
free passage to China, and who had 
accordingly taken the place of five of 
the prisoners, who thereby secured their 
liberty. 
To gain admission to the jail the men 
must have passed the guards and through 
three iron double locked doors. These 
doors must therefore have been opened 
tor them by some one having charge of the 
keys. On suspicion, two of the jailers 
have been taken into custody. 
Both deny 
knowledge of the affair, though they alone 
were on duty at the time the substitution 
took place. 
If the keepers of prison­ 
ers committed by the Courts are so sus­ 
ceptible to the temptations of Chinese 
gold, the people ought to know it, and 
some means be devised for securing prison­ 
ers beyond the possibility of their being 
set at liberty by venal keepers. 
It really seems that the Chinese are able 
to defeat the laws of the land where the 
native utterly fails. 
As a rule the China­ 
man violates the law with a nonchalance 
that is amazing. 
In the quarters of the 
Chinese iu all the cities of the State the 
simplest and mo6t essential State and 
municipal ordinances are defied, while 
against white men similar laws in the 
same city are rigidly enforced. 
Indeed, it 
has been a constantly uttered reproach 
from our Eastern friends, who exclaim, “If 
the Chinese violate your health ordinances, 
and refuse to obey your laws, why do you 
not arrest and punish them and compel 
obedience? How is it that they can cor­ 
rupt your officials and defeat the lawsi 
when others cannot escape punishment for 
offenses?” 
To these pertinent questions 
the Californian has never been able to 
make satisfactory reply; to him these in­ 
quiries are as much a puzzle as they are to 
the average Eastern Visitor. 
We have 
ourselves frequently sought to search out a 
reason for the discrimination, but have 
never done so with satisfaction. 
I t remains that the Chinese do effect es­ 
capes from the penalties of the law possi­ 
ble to no others; that they do live among 
us in open defiance of health and other 
municipal regulations; that they do main­ 
tain a system of slavery in our midst; that 
they buy and sell women, try offenders and 
punish them, levy criminal tribute upon 
some of their own classes, and compel pay­ 
ment by methods pronounced crimes by 
the State statutes, and that only on rare 
occasions are they brought to bar for such 
offending, and still more rarely are they 
convicted or punished. 
For the offenses 
of theft, burglary and murder, they are 
punished, as a rule, but for a great number 
of other and even graver offenses they go 
scot free of the penalties of laws and 
ordinances that are rigidly enforced against 
all other foreigners, and against our own 
jieople. 


NATIONAL BELIEF FOB SÜFFEBINO 
PEOPLE. 


The reported destitution in Oklahoma 
is what might have been anticipated from 
the mad rush into the territory last yei r. 
The immigrants wore ill-provided with 
agricultural tools and the land was all 
wild. They had no warrant for expecting 
any return from the soil the first year, and 
very few of them brought in sufficient pro­ 
vision to maintain themselves through two 
seasons. 
As a consequence an appeal is 
now being sent up to Congress to furnish 
supplies to rescue the people from starva­ 
tion. 
The case is a pitiful one, to be sure, and 
demands speedy measures to prevent great 
suffering, for added to their other mis­ 
fortunes a drought has prevailed and the 
whole country is parched and crying for 
water. 
But should Congress intervene? 
We think not, since if it is to use the pub­ 
lic funds for relief of such distress, it will 
be unable to resist similar appeals for 
charity from other sections season after 
season, and thus the public treasury will 
become a charity box, which it was never 
intended that it should lie. The public 
funds are provided by the people for the 
specific purposes of national government, 
and not to be disbursed in charity. 
It is 
very true that Congress has several times 
vi ted sums of money to be expended in 
t'. íes of great distress for relief of the 
suffering, as when the Mississippi flood 
occurred, the great fire in Maine, and the 
burning of the Richmond Theater. 
But 
it is no longer a question that such appro­ 
bations were unlawful, and it is certain 


they did not come within the constitu­ 
tional power of Congress, which is not 
affirmatively expressive of any such power 
in the National Legislature. 
Where, then, shall the people of Okla­ 
homa look for aid? To the paople as 
such, to the private benefactions of their 
fellow men, and not to the sums raised by 
taxation for the support of government. 
The response of the American people to 
such calls as are now made has never been 
laggard. 
It has always been prompt and 
^generous, and will he now. 
It is far bet­ 
ter for the people, the beneficiaries, and 
the Government, that the relief shall not 
come from the public treasury. At the 
very best, precedents for voting away pub­ 
lic money in charity are dangerous. They 
open the door to fraudulent practices, and 
give warrant for constant disbursement 
withou; check in th it direction. If from 
the public treasury the suffering farmers 
of Oklahoma are this year to be relieved, 
next year it may be the freezing people of 
Dakota and the Northwest, the grasshop­ 
per afflicted people of the plains, the 
burned out people of the Michigan penin­ 
sula, the drowned out citizens aiong the 
great rivers, or the fever stricken people 
of the Gulf. 
In short, there will be no 
end to such calls, and no end to the drain 
upon the public purse except the will, the 
whim and the extent of the sympathy of 
the Houses of Congress. 
In such sudden and great disasters as 
the Johnstown flood and the inundation 
of the Mississippi low-lands the Govern­ 
ment has furnished for temporary relief a 
few rations, and has loaned steamers, tents 
and army clothing. In other instances it 
has appropriated money directly, but al­ 
ways with the protest repressed that the 
appropriation had not the warrant of le­ 
gality. The rule for the American people to 
adopt from this time forward is to allow no 
appropriations from the National Treasury 
for the relief of the poor or the stricken, 
except they are legitimate pensioners upon 
the Federal Government. The Oklahoma 
sufferers are not large in number, and 
their distress can easily be relieved by the 
rich West out of which they came, and 
which has ever proved responsive to the 
piteous cry of want. If the West does not 
respond the East will, and pour out a m ill­ 
ion of dollars, if need be, to save the peo­ 
ple from starvation. 
But the great cities 
and large towns of the West will not fail 
of their duty in this matter. 


C lo s e observers of our political system 
have noted the steady advance in political 
party organizations in the last few years 
of the spirit of independence. The recent 
Republican State Convention was signifi­ 
cantly strong in this direction. The fact 
that the party representatives were inde­ 
pendent, in a large measure free from 
leading strings, and*fearlessly repulsed any 
attempts to dominate them, gives to the 
ticket the Convention put forward, a mo­ 
mentum rarely acquired at the outset of a 
campaign. The expressions of the people 
throughout the State since the adjourn­ 
ment of the Convention testify to the pub­ 
lic satisfaction with this characteristic of 
it. Not less gratifying to the people was 
the personnel of the Convention, which 
was distinguished for its representation of 
material interests, sobriety, gentility and 
manliness. 
These things give the hope 
for elevation of political methods new vi­ 
tality, and tend to inspire for party organ­ 
ization greater respect and confidence- 
With the betterment of party representa­ 
tion, the enlistment in it of the better class 
of citizenship, the advance of reform in 
ballot laws, and the general tone of inde­ 
pendence among electors, the cause of the 
American system of free government is 
sensibly strengthened, and the promise of 
the eradication of political corruption and 
bossism made more likely of realization. 


T h e returns of our foreign commerce 
for the last fiscal year show a decided im­ 
provement over the preceding year. To 
June 30th our foreign commerce aggre­ 
gated $1,647,192,014, an increase of $159,­ 
685,987. This does not indicate that trade 
has takeu any alarm in anticipation of 
tariff reformation by Congress. Our im­ 
ports increased forty-four and a quarter 
millions, while our exports exceeded those 
of 1888-89 $115,400,000. The balance of 
trade in our favor for the past year is $68,­ 
520,000, while in the preceding year im­ 
ports to the United States showed an ex­ 
cess of $1,730,000. These figures are ex­ 
clusive of the specie current, and include 
only merchandise. The exports of gold, 
therefore, which alarmists have dwelt upon 
with hysterical alarm, do not indicate any 
trade decadence. On the contrary, in the 
large excess of exports to our credit we 
have positive evidence of safe commercial 
conditions. 


E m in 
P a s h a announces that in his 
present African expedition he has only 
the character of an adventurer, by which, 
it is evident, he desires to remove the im­ 
pression that he is serving German in­ 
terests as an agent. 
But why he should 
wish to repudiate such a relation 
it is 
difficult to understand. JLt is not disreput­ 
able for him to serve O^Sfcny, nor to re­ 
ceive from German capital the assistance 
necessaiy to enable him to prosecute bis 
explorations. 
Stanley never disavowed 
receiving English aid, and without it he 
could not have penetrated the dark conti­ 
nent. That Emin Pasha should engage to 
pilot German expeditions into territory 
now conceded to German jurisdiction is 
creditable to him. 
His employment in 
no wise detracts from the character of his 
geographical research. 


E n g in e e r i n g scieuce is making ad­ 
vancement almost abreast with electrical 
science. The Jungfrau Alp is at a hight 
of 15,670 feet. 
Engineers are boldly de­ 
claring that it may he reached bv an un­ 
derground railroad. To accomplish it will 
involve the most heroic engineering of 
history. 
But it can be done by the use of 
machinery that eliminates steam as a mo­ 
tive power. 
Air and electricity can each 
lie so harnessed, that the underground way 
can be excavated without smoke or heat 
in the tunuel. The modern engineers who 
propose to build a railroad to the Russian 
shores upon the Pacific and Arctic oceans, 
who talk of bridging Behring straits, of 
spanning the English channel, and of gain­ 
ing Alpine bights by a tunnel, are not 
dealing with visionary schemes.

Delighted with the busy, orderly scenes, 
I, with hundreds of my fellow citizens, 
have 
been 
again constrained 
to ask, 
"Where is the land that can eclipse Amer­ 
ica? ’ Eloquence of no mean order has 
thrilled us; business tact, far seeing judg­ 
ment, and wilhal, dispatch, have charmed 
us. From page to reporter, from delegate 
to Chairman, the same interest and en- 
thasiasm was evident. Each one felt re­ 
sponsibility. 
Manly diligence, courage, 
perseverance and unstinted labor brought 
about its graceful consummation. 
As we view these scenes, all who are not 
pessimists will take new and more hope­ 
ful views of fife. Just as long as men are 
so loyal to that Constitution framed by 
godly men; just so long as they are so 
ardentlv devoted to the stariy banner, the 
admired of ail nations, there is no fear of 
anarchy, lawlessness or rebellion. 
America is blessed in a peculiar sense—is 
placed under peculiar circumstances. Her 
government is sustained by the people and 
for the people. The country then becomes 
just what they make it; hence, from all 
her officers—from the President to the 
modest village official—patriotism, manli­ 
ness, honesty, uprightness are to be de­ 
manded. And no less so from her citizens. 
We have no place for the man who has 
smaller views than the Constitution, who 
loves self more than he loves State. He 
must render unto Ca-sar the things that be­ 
long 10 Ca-iar; to the people of the country 
that which is theirs. 
Truly this nation is a vast brotherhood! 
The baptism of fire through which it has 
passed has cleansed it, has purified it, and 
he would indeed be a small man who 
would gloat over the sorrows of the South, 
or in an unmanly way boast of the prowess 
of Northern arms. Let all realize that they 
are children of the same family—citizens of 
the same fair land—and alike responsible 
for the good of the nation. Let all remem­ 
ber that past achievements cannot avail for 
present emergencies. We five in the pres­ 
ent; not in the past, nor in the future. Ño 
man or nation can be g'orious while rest­ 
ing satisfied that the futhers of a century 
ago were glorious. That will not keep a 
country great in the eyes of other nations. 
It takes much to win a crown—it takes 
more to retain it. Just as by the unwise 
act of a son a family is cishonored, so by 
the perfidy of one in command a nation’s 
fair escutcheon may be blackened. 
As I have viewed the movements of this 
large, respectable and influential body, I 
have been impressed with the power of 
personal influence, fciix hundred and sev­ 
enty-seven delegates, each an important 
factor in himself, each with bis peculiar 
influence—an influence which none other 
could exert; each with his ambitions, 
hopes and ideals. 
A nation which can 
preserve the individual amid the millions 
of humanity, is certainly destined to great­ 
ness, if it has not already achieved it. 
Amid many of the earth’s Governments 
the individual is nothing but the blind in­ 
strument of a scheming party. Let Amer­ 
ica never descend to such a condition 1 
May the preamble of the Constitution— 
"We, the people of the United States, in 
order to insure a more perfect union, estab­ 
lish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, 
provide for the common delense, promote 
the general welfare, and receive the bless- 
iues of liberty to ourselves and posterity” 
—be repeated from mountain to valley, and 
from the rivers to the ends of this broad 
land. That is the keynote of liberty and 
personal safely. 
Foreigners shall know that when they 
touch these shores they are to lose their 
Asiatic, African, Turkish, Spanish, French, 
German, or otlur tendencies and habits 
which interfere with the rights of Ameri­ 
can citizens. America is America, r.ot the 
world. 
America mnst be a place—yea, the 
home of liberty, not license. America has 
long ago attained her majority. She does 
not ssk in childish tones for other nations 
to teach her. Proudly erect may she ever 
stand, enjoying her well-earned laurels and 
liberty. Let this glorious ambition fire the 
heart of every citizen, that America shall 
be the cleanest, purest, best nation that 
God’s sun shines upon. Nothing but a 
consecrated personal influence can do this. 
I love the nation which says, “Here is 
the Bible; you have the privilege of under­ 
standing it for yourself. It needs no priest 
to interpret it; we have no state religion.” 
No countrv or state has a right to say to its 
citizens, “You shall worship God this way 
or that.” It is man’s privilege to read for 
himself, to be fully persuaded in his own 
mind. May the day never come when any 
particular form of religión shall be thrust 
upon the p ople. I love that nation which 
says, “You place your own representatives 
in office; let them be from the ranks of the 
people. Let any man who has the per­ 
severance, ability and personal influence 
necessary secure the office, discharge its 
duties 
and enjoy its emoluments; the 
laborer is worthy of his hire.” 
All righteous laws are founded upon the 
laws of God. We need have no fear for 
this country while laws are honored and 
enforced. When the “righteous are in au­ 
thority the people rejoice.” 
Again, I learn the lesson of the power 
of united action. As the several candidates 
were being nominated friction seemed in­ 
evitable. 
Friction means division, and 
division means weakness; but we find that 
the one who gains the majority is, on the 
magnanimity of the minority, accorded a 
unanimous vote. 
Hence, the compact, 
solid body stands at his back. He is as 
strong as his party. Let God's people 
learn the power of united action. Go to 
battle singly, or in scattered, weak detach­ 
ments and the devil will laugh at you and 
gain the victory; but. standing a solid 
phalanx you can laugh him to scorn.

W h en T rout W ill b e M ore P len tifu l in 
th e A m erican R iver, 
Deputy Fish Commissioner Smith has 
urged the Board of Commissioners to plant 
fish in the streams of this county, says the 
El Dorado Republican. He recently re­ 
ceived a letter from Superintendent Wood­ 
bury stating that some trout were planted 
in the South Fork of the American liver at 
Strawberry Valley, and also in the Middle 
Fork at Rubicon Springs, in 1889, and that 
more have been planted this year from the 
Tahoe hatchery. 
The Superintendent says that the screens 
required by the recent ordinance of the 
Supervisors are too large in the mesh, and 
that meshes Dot larger than one-fonrth of 
an inch are necessary to protect the small 
fish. He proposes to Bend Dr. Smith for 
distribution in our streams 30.000 rainbow 
trout from Sissons. 
The fish will be distributed where they 
are likely to do the most good, but the 
doctor says Dot one of them will go into 
the headwaters of the Cosuranes. He is 
reliably informed that residents above and 
around Grizzly Flat either permit or indulge 
in the slaughter of fish with giant powder, 
and so long a3 this prac'ice continues it 
would be folly to put young fish in the 
streams.

HIS LAST BATTLeT 


D ea th of George R u n ck , a B attle-S carred 
V eteran . 
Referring to the death near that place a 
few days ago of a veteran of the late war, 
the Galt Gazette of Saturday says: 
This week an old veteran died near Galt, 
George Runck, more familiarly known as 
George Wilson, who seivtd through the 
war and participated in twenty-sevm dif­ 
ferent engagements, seventeen of which are 
listed on the discharge papers of the de­ 
ceased soldier. He was a member of Cap­ 
tain Dean’s Company C, First United States 
Cavalry, and having served three vrars in 
the army previous to June, 1863, he re­ 
enlisted in his old company as a veteran 
and First 8ergeant and served until the 
close of the war. His final and honorable 
discharge was received in Arizona in 1867. 
Indorsed and certified to on this discharge 
are seventeen battles in which he was en­ 
gaged under the command of the gallant 
Phil SheridaD. 
This old veteran carried the scars of battle 
wuh him to the grave. Portion of one of 
his forearms was shot away, his left leg 
bore the marks of bullet wounds, and the 
most serious it jury received during his 
lengthy and successful military career was 
from a bullet wound in the forehead, from 
which he suffered menially until the hour 
of his death. No old soldier could possibly 
produce a belter record while in active 
service than is recorded in the discharge 
papers of George Runck. He served seven 
years in the regular army. 
The deceased was a native of Bavaria, 
and 52 years of age at the time of his death. 
By trade he was a shoemaker, and some 
time ago conducted a little shop at Elliott. 
Recently, however, he has been engaged in 
woodchopping to earn a livelihood. The 
poor old soldier was rather hard pushed 
for the past few years to make a living and 
he barely eked out a miserable existence. 
The old veteran suffered great mental 
pain at times produced fiom the severe 
forehead wound received in the service, 
and to appease this suffering, he was wont 
to indulge too freely of stimulants. Mon­ 
day evening he was found dead near his 
cabiD, on Dry creek, south of "Uncle” 
Presbury’s place, about fiye miles east of 
Galt. Franklin Post No. 147, G. A. R., 
of this place, immediately took charge of 
the body, brought it to Galt and laid it out 
in their lodge hall. The funeral took place 
Wednesday, at 2 o’clock p. m., under the 
auspices of the local Post, and all that was 
earthly of the old veteran was laid to rest 
in the Liberty Cemetery.

In the account of 
the meeting of the Board of State Library 
Trustees in your issue of two weeks ago 
Sunday appeared a statement which, if 
allowed to pass without some explanation, 
■would do me a great injustice. In the 
headlines of your article it was stated that 
m y successor told the Trustees that my ac­ 
counts are wrong. Several papers through­ 
out the State have even stated that I was 
short in money. I can hardly be respectful 
in replying to this, for it is false, and has 
not even a shadow of truth in it. I called 
on W. D. Perkins and requested to see his 
report made to the Board of Tiustees, 
showing that I was short in money, and 
he replied that nothing of the kind had 
ever been intimated, and as far as he knew, 
everything was correct. Believing that he 
would do me the justice to correct this 
m atter, I have delayed replying until the 
present lime. The State Library is in ­ 
debted to me, and I ask my successor to be 
honorable enough to state whether or not 
m y denial is correct. 
My successor states that George T. Clark, 
late Deputy Librarian under ex-Librarian 
W allis, was appointed at m y request to 
represent me in taking an inventory of the 
property in the Library, and that Mr. 
Clark’s report showed several thousand 
volumes missing. 
On the last ot February, when the pres­ 
ent Trustees took office, I asked them to 
have an inventory taken of the property in 
the Library, so I would know what they 
received and what books were missing, and 
at the same tim e I offered to stay with 
them two months, without pay, to assist 
them in the matter. This offer they re­ 
fused, but appointed Mr. Leake and others 
to go on with the inventory. On the 6th 
of April, when m y term expired, they had 
not then completed checking off from the 
cards and catalogues, which represented 
the books in the Library, so at my request 
Mr. Clatk was appointed to finish the 
checking ofl and report to the Trustees, 
which he did. His repot t comprises less than 
135 volumes missing. 
Many of these volumes are unim portant 
and almost valueless official reports re­ 
ceived by exchange with other States. 
Some of the books reported missing were 
fouud immediately upon a list being de­ 
livered to me, and others are charged in 
the receipt-bojk to responsible persons, and 
will be either returned or paid for. In so 
large a library it is very easy to overlook 
some of the books, and I am satisfied that 
m any of those apparently missing will 
eventually be found. 
This completed Mr. Clark’s duty so far 
as I was concerned, but for some unknown 
reason my successor attempted to couDt the 
books in the Library, which count was not 
superintended by Mr. Clark, or reported by 
him as correct. If I had had any knowl­ 
edge that such a high-handed piece of busi­ 
ness as this would have been attempted, I 
would have entered my protest im m edi­ 
ately. Every one familiar with libraries 
know that this is not the correct way of 
taking an inventory of a library, as it is 
absolutely impossible to arrive at a correct 
conclusion, and W. S. Leake was fully 
aware of the fact after it was explained to 
him . But, notwithstanding this, he con­ 
tinued with the count. I should have been 
iniorm ed of this action, for I was inter­ 
ested in it, and not my successor. It was 
im m aterial to him how many books were 
missing, or during whose administration, 
for the last forty years, they disappeared. 
It was stated that the register of the Li­ 
brary called for 79,966 volumes, while by 
actual count there were found to be but 
73,957 volumes, and the inference was that 
6,009 volumes were gone, for the loss of 
which I was responsible. Such is far from 
being the true state of the case. Let it be 
understood that an accession register is 
kept in which every book, map or pam ph­ 
let received is entered and given a number. 
This has been the custom since the organ­ 
ization of the State Library, in 1850, so 
79.966 represents the total accessions during 
the forty years of its existence. 
During 
that period it has been managed by many 
m en, has been moved from place to place, 
and altogether has had an eventful career. 
T hat many books have been worn oat cr 
lost, is not in the least surprising. F ur­ 
thermore. it was the custom to register and 
num ber pamphlets, aimanacs and sim ilar 
ephemeral publications, many of which 
were not preserved, while those that were 
have been bound in volumes containing 
from ten to twenty-five or more pamphlets 
each. Thus, what in the register appears 
as m any books, are now counted as one. 
Similarly, with many serial publications 
the separate parts©! which were numbered 
and atterwards collected and bound in one 
volume. 
Some three years ago a large num ber of 
duplicate Government documents were re­ 
turned to the authorities at W ashington, 
and they too had, for the most part, been 
registered and numbered, and several hun­ 
dred volumes which had been registered 
were destroyed during the flood, as my 
predecessor, Hon. R. O. Cravens, is aware. 
W hen he took possession of the Library in 
1370 he did not pretend to count the vol­ 
umes. as he knew he could not ascertain 
w hat books were missing, but checked up 
from catalogues and found a large number 
• f books which were not in the Library, 
and which were also registered. 
It is not denied that books have been 
lost from the Library, but there is not a 
sim ilar institution in the land that does 
not likewise suffer, and taking the above 
facts into consideration the total loss is 
comparatively small, particularly when we 
remember that it covers a period of forty 
years, instead of jast my administration. 
In one of the largest libraries of San Fran­ 
cisco there is a discrepancy ot 15.000 vol­ 
umes between the number called for by 
the register aud those found on the shelves. 
In my final report made on April 6th I 
discussed this matter of the loss of books, 
and would be much pleased if you will 
have the kindness to make the following 
extract from my report : 
The register of this Library shews tb st we 
have nearly 80,000 volumes. The histories of 
libraries have proven the fact th at In their 
early years of existence the Librarians, in their 
eagerness to inc case the num bers as rapidly as 
possible, registered everything in sight. After 
tweuty-five or thirty years elapse It is found 
th a t there ate hundreds of volumes short of the 
supposed registered num ber; and this is the 
case, not because they have been stolcH, but, 
because of their entire uselessness, they have 
been destroyed. Patent m edicine alm anacs, 
tem perance circulars, auction sales of furniture 
advertisem ents, etc., have been included lu the 
register w hich have not t>een considered woithv 
of shelf room, and certainly not entitled to be 
placed in the catalogue. Tha Federal Govern­ 
m ent forwarded this Library several incom ­ 
plete setaof Governm ent publications, m m y ol 
the duplicates of which have been registered, 
w ith the desire to com plete one set in the 
Library. I returned to W ashington nearly 2,0JO 
volumes and have presented to public libraries 
in this State several hundred volumes more. 
During ibe m onth of January we missed 
several volumes out of the Library, but were 
unable to get any clue on which to base sus­ 
picion upon any one in particular. Among the 
regular visitors was a young m an. who appa­ 
rently was the last person to be guilty of theft 
and who was always seen to leave the Library 
em pty-handed. Our saspiclons were finally di­ 
rected tow ard him , and upon investigation it 
was found th at he had forwarded some books to 
relatives in a distant State. There were stopped 
in transit, and on inspection found to belong to 
this Library. The party was arrested and sen­ 
tenced to prison for three years. In addition to 
State Library books. I recovered at the same 
tim e a num ber o f volumes belonging to the Odd 
Fellows' and M echanics’ Libraries of San F ran­ 
cisco and to the Odd Fellows' and Public L ibra­ 
ries of Sacram ento. The thief wore a loose- 
fitting overcoat provided w ith capacious inside 
pockets, enabling him to secrete large volumes 
w ith little fear of detection. I am perfectly 
aatisficd th at the lossot books from this Library 
ia n o greater than from other libraries of the 
sam e size, and is m uch less th an was antici­ 
pated w hen the State Controller com m enced to 
tak e an inventory of the volumes received d u r­ 
ing m r term ot office. The construction c f the 
Library is such 
th at 
it is very easy ler 
anv one 
inclined 
to theft to do so w ith­ 
out detection. 
The Legislature of this State 
should pass a special law to provide for the 
punishm ent of the crim e of stealing of books 
irom libraries. Under the codeof this State the 
value of the property stolen, if it does not ex- 
ceen 890, is only petit larceny, and it Is very 
seldom th at at any one tim e books of that value 
w ill be takeD, notw ithstanding the tact th at the 
th ief d arin g the course of a few m onths may 
have taken several hundred dollars worth. If 
the party detected and arrested is In good stand­ 
ing in the com m unity in which he live*, as was 
th e case of the party lately sentenced, It will be 
very difficult to show evidence necessary to 
convict for bnrglary. The following are a few 
extracts published in the Library Journal, vol-

Some years ago th e M ercantile Library of P hila­ 
delphia m issed a num ber of valuable books 
irom its shelves, and th e theft was traced to a 
doctor in a most respectable rank of society, 
aud upw ard of fifty volum es were recovered 
from him ." 
Volume 12, page 553: 
“ Book-stealing in 
Paris.’’—“Book stealing seems to have been 
elevated into a regular trade in Paris, for, ac­ 
cording to a return draw n up by the Prefecture 
of the Police, the num ber of persons prosecuted 
for this offense w ithin the last two years has 
been 14\ of whom only five have been ac­ 
quitted, w hile ninety others have been sen­ 
tenced to fine or im prisonm ent, and the rem ain 
ing fifty are still aw aiting their trial. The 
am ount of bail lodged and the fees paid for 
hearing has exceeded £3,000, these sum s being 
exclusive of counsel fees and other legal ex­ 
penses. The report goes on to say that several 
publishers have received anonym ously sums 
varying from £'20 to £710 irom persons who had 
stolen books from them , but who were im pelled 
by either rem oise or fear to m ake restitution. 
The publishers of illustrated works, encyclo­ 
pedias and dictionaries are the greatest suffer­ 
ers. 
Upward of 10,000 volumes have been 
seized, and are now collected at the Palais de 
Justice for distribution among their rightful 
ow ners.” 
Taking the above facts into account, and 
considering that there were 53,400 volumes 
in the library when I took office, and dur­ 
ing the eight years of my adm inistration I 
added 26,600 volumes, I tbiuk that the 135 
volumes missing, as reported 
by Mr. 
Clark, is a small proportion.

A DARING FEAT. 


P ro f. A w e rk a m p M a k es a T h rillin g A s­ 
c e n t a n d P a r a c h u te J u m p . 
The advertised balloon ascension and 
parachute jum p at Agricultural Park yes­ 
terday afternoon turned out to be one of 
the most successful and finest exhibitions 
of the kind ever seen in this part of the 
country. As a m atter of fact, it was the 
first completely successful jum p that ever 
occurred in Sacramento. 
It was about 4:15 o’clock when Professor 
F. J. Awerkamp, the aeronaut, began to 
inflate his immense hot-air balloon, Lila 
Belle, and a quarter of an hour later the 
great bag was as “ light as a drum ." 
“All ready; let her go!” shouted the Pro­ 
lessor, as he firmly grasped his trapeze bar, 
and the next instant he was jerked sky­ 
ward. 


As the balloon went up it seemed to in ­ 
crease in speed until Professor Awer- 
kam p's form dwindled away until it looked 
like a small black speck dangling from the 
parachute, which hung loose aud flapping 
beneath the balloon. 
Then a great cry went up from the thou­ 
sand or more people assembled in the park, 
when the professor aud the parachute were 
seen to suddenly part from the air-ship. 
For about two or three seconds the objects 
were seen to dart earthward at lightning 
speed, and then the parachute opened out 
like a great umbrella. The descent then 
Decame more gradual, and the outlines of 
the professor became more distinct as he 
neared the ground. H e waved his bat to the 
audience and cut up “monkey shines” on 
his bar until within about 200 feet of the 
ground, when he dropped into a banging 
position and waited for his arrival upon 
terra firma. 
He alighted gently and safely in an as­ 
paragus patch just outside the north fence 
of tne park and near the railroad track. 
Meantime the released balloon tumbled 
and rolled lazily about in the air for several 
minutes and then turning upside down, 
collapsed. It landed on the other side of 
the American river and was recovered 
about an hour later. 
The crowd waited at the park until the 
aeronaut returned in a hack which had 
been sent after him . He was heartily 
cheered and the hand shakes which fol­ 
lowed fairly made his arm ache. 
The balloon leached probably anal'itude 
of 2,000 feet before the parachute W9S cat 
loose. 
This was Professor Awerkainp's 
seventh successful ascension and jump. It 
is certainty a daring business, and those who 
witnessed yesterday’s performance went 
away fully satisfied that they “had seen 
two-bits’ worth.”

HIS OLD HOME. 


E x-U n ited S tates S en ator C ole on a V isit 
to S acram en to. 
A dignified but pleasant-faced gentleman 
of apparently 60 years of age sat alone in 
the reading room cf the Golden Eagle 
Hotel last evening, quietly perusing the 
newspapers of the day. H e was dressed in 
black, and looked as if, he might be a re­ 
tired lawyer, or doctor, or m erchant. He 
was apparently a stranger to those seated 
about him, as well as to those passing in 
aDd out of the hotel. 
The hotel register bore the modest sig­ 
nature, “C. Cole, Los Angeles,” but it

H e still retains owner­ 
ship of a tract of land on Tyler IsiaDd, 
in this county, and has been spending a 
few days there. The Sacramento river 
islands he regards as the most fertile land 
in the State, and hss faith in their ulti­ 
mate thorough reclamation. 
Thirty years ago Mr. Cole was District 
Attorney of this county, and afterward rose 
to prominence in State politics and served 
a term in the upper branch of the National 
Congress. H e was a cotemporary of W. 
R. Ferguson, J. W. Denver, J. W. Coffrotb, 
Frank Hereford and other prom inent law­ 
yers who have since passed away. Of the 
Old Guard who practiced with him in those 
days, a few are still living here—N. Greene 
Curtis, A. P. Catlin, H. O. Beatty, H enty 
Starr and 8. 8. Holl. Mr. Cole inquired 
after all of them, and seemed glad to know 
that at least a few of his old friends and 
acquaintances had been spared. 
The few hours that he had been in the 
city Mr. Colesaid he had improved by riding 
out on the street cars to Oak Park. 
He was 
pleased to see Sacramento spreading out so 
wide and improving. 
“There has been a great change in the 
appearance of things,” he said, “since I 
first came to Sacramento. That was in '49, 
and I camned under a big oak tree down 
somewhere on what is now Seventh street. 
There were only a few canvas houses here 
then. The line of J street had 
been 
blocked ont through the trees and brush, 
and the whole site of the city was almost a 
forest.” 
Then he spoke of his experiences during 
the flood of ’62—how he had lived with his 
family for weeks in the second story of 
their house, and of the hardships that 
many Sacramentans underw ent 
during 
that memorable winter. It was the flood, 
he said, that caused so many of the early 
residents to remove to San Franciaco and 
other places. 
W hen the reporter suggested 
that it 
would probably be a difficult m atter to 
prevail upon anyone who had lived in the 
sou'hern part of the State the last few 
years to remove to this section, Mr. Cole 
smiled and said : 
“Oh, I don’t know about that. There is 
really very little difference, after all, be­ 
tween the two sections—not nearly so 
much as some interested and uninformed 
persons have tried to make it appear. 
Both have good climate and soil, and under 
like conditions can be made equally at­ 
tractive.” 
Mr. Colesaid he expected to rem ain in 
the city a couple of days before returning 
to his Los Angeles home.

COYOTE SCALPS. 


F a r m e rs A b o u t D ry C re e k W a n t a H ig h e r 
B o u n ty O ffered . 
Copies of the following petition, num er­ 
ously signed by resident tax-payers and 
citizens living in the vicinity of Dry creek, 
both on the Sacramento and San Joaqnin 
side, have been forwarded to the Board of 
Supervisors of each county. Two copies of 
the petition were circulated, and those hav­ 
ing property sonth c f the creek signed the 
San Joaqnin petition, and all on this side 
affixed their signatures to Ihe copy ad­ 
dressed to the Supervisors of Sacramento 
county: 
To the Honorable, the Board of Supervisors of 
Sacramento County: We, the undersigned resi­ 
dent* and tax payer* of 8acram ento county, 
hereby petition for the consideration ot yoür 
honorable body the following facts, to wit : 
T hat the increase of predatory anim als, such 
a* wolves and coyote*, has for the last few years 
become a serious scourge upon the farm ing 
com m unity. Though no’, num erous, they are 
very destructive—the ravages of a single ani­ 
m al often am ounting to hundreds of dollars in 
a few days—th eir depredations upon 
pigs, 
sheep and all kinds ot poultry, in m any points 
of the county far exceed in money value the 
lull sum of the btate and county taxes for such 
districts. 
T hat ihe coyote is a nocturnal depreda'or and 
extrem ely wary, and th at ordinary m ethods ot 
poisoningor hunting have so farproved entirely 
inadequate to check their increase. 
T hat the only successtul m ethods of dealing 
w ith those, so far as known, is by good hunters 
w ith dogs rpccially trained to the business. 
There are few such in the couutry, and the 
present m eager bounty has so far tailed to 
tem pt them to enter ihe field except occasion­ 
ally as a pastime. 
Wherefore, we pray your honorable body to 
iucrease the bounty on each wolf or coyote 
killed w ithin the county to the full sum of $10, 
etc.

The Reno Journal says : “Johnson Sides 
has gone out to Hum boldt and Lander 
counties to hire Indians to engage in hop- 
picking on ranches in California, mostly 
in the Sacramento valley. H e expects to 
engage about 200, although twice that 
num ber could find employment over there 
during the hop harvest season. 
“Agent Sears, of Pyram id Lake, does 
not encourage the reservation Indians in 
going to California for that purpose.

says they learn all torts of deviltry and 
become completely demoralized over there, 
and they almost invariably return home 
without a dollar iu their pockets, and often 
without auv pockets to put a dollar in if 
they had one.”

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SCIENTIFIC PARAGRAPHS, 


I>r. Brown-Sequartl is as confident as 
ever of th e virtues of th e discovery pop­ 
ularly called th e “elix ir of lile,” an a he 
has converted some very influential F rench 
doctors to his way of th in k in g , though th e 
bulk of th e profession is adverse to it. 
A plan of having children’s play grounds 
on tops of houses has obtained in London 
for some years, and is being introduced 
into New Y ork, w here superficial areas are 
precious. 
T h e w alls are ru;i up an addi­ 
tional story, th e roof is th e floor of th e 
play ground, and th e children rom p in 
safety. 
I t is a fact well know n to pigeon fanciers 
th a t th e two eggs laid by pigeons alm ost 
invariably produce m ale and fem ale. Some 
curious experim ents as to w hich of th e 
eggs produce th e m ale and w hich th e fe­ 
m ale have resulted in show ing th a t th e 
first egg laid is th e fem ale and th e second 
th e m ale. 
T h e D ahl process of sterilizing m ilk has 
recently been introduced into London.

T he m ilk can th en be k ept for 
years w ithout losing its freshness or failing 
to yield cream and butter. 
Professor L in tn er, New Y ork S tate E n ­ 
tomologist, a dispatch from A lbany says, 
has m ade a m icroscopic exam ination of 
th e insect collection of a single electric 
light, and estim ates th a t th e debris w hich

th irty -th ree 
thousand insects. 
As m any of th e sm aller 
forms of insect life probably constituted 
th e larger portion of those attracted to 
destruction by th e light, he believes th a t 
th e average num ber of insects destroyed 
in a n ig h t by a single electric lig h t at 
nearly one 
hundred 
thousand. 
T he 
larger 
portion 
of Professor 
L in tn er’s 
specim en collection from one lig h t con­ 
sisted of m inute gnats, m idgets, crane 
flies and sim ilar sm all two-winged insects. 
N o m osquitoes were discovered among th e 
victim s, as they are not attracted to the 
lights. 
T h ere were, how ever, large num ­ 
bers of p lan t bugs, w hich are injurious to 
vegetation, p articu larly of one sm all spe­ 
cies of a handsom e green gassid, w hich 
feeds upon our grasses. 
A num ber of th e 
m oths and one of th e leaf rollers w hich 
have m ade such havoc in our fruit trees 
th is season were found, as well as other 
species of th e 
sam e fam ily. 
Professor 
L in tn er, in speaking of his exam ination, 
siad : 
“ I was sorry to see quite a num ber 
of th e beautiful gauze wings among th e 
heaps of th e slain, as th e ir larva1 are th e 
aphis lions, w hich aid in keeping down 
phides or p lant lice. 
T he electric lig h t,” 
to quote Professor L ig h tn er, “ will un­ 
doubtedly prove an active agent in th e re ­ 
duction of insect pesis, and also furnish 
entom ologists w ith m any rare specim ens 
and w ith m any species never before seen.”
